Bank of England Still Holds Up Prices, 
Which It Hopes May Go Higher—De- 
mands from New York for Gold May 
Force Crisis on the Continent, 
Especially in France, Where Dif- 
ficulties Are at an Acute Stage—No 
Buying. |

acute stage. As it is, speculation. on the 
bourse is paralyzed, and official brokers are 
openly accused of maneuvering to depress 
rentes against the government. The accu-

PERSONAL DEALS IN RELIGION. 


Mrs. Cella Parker Woolley, who is to 
occupy the pulpit of Memorial Chapel dur- 
ing August, gave a discourse yesterday on 
The Thought of God.“ She said: 

“Our ideals of love, belief, and worship 
are.evolved from our personal character. A 
large and loving spirit generates a large 
and loving conception of the universe, while 
the dark pleture ot life, which the pessimist 
Presents to us, is the reflection of his own 
melancholy spirit. It is our own nature, 
quite as much as the nature of things, 
which determines the character of our 
numerous beliefs. . 

Nowhere is the correspondence between 
thought and experience more manifest than 
in men's religious ideas. The thought of 
God is inevitably copied after our highest 
ideals of human worth and power. God 
made man in his own image we are told, 
but it is ane true that man is forever 
making in his image, reconstructing 
his notions of the divine nature and gov- 
ernment. according to his latest knowledge 
of the relations and behaviors of men. 
he God of Calvin was modeled after 
his own harsh and relentless spirit. Robert 
Ingersoll meant only a sparkling witticism, 
perhaps, but he spoke a profound philos- 
ophical truth when he said; An honest 
God’s the noblest work of man.’ John 
Stuart Mill uttered the same sentiment when 
he declared, ‘I will call no being good who 
is not what I mean when I apply that word 
to fellow-creatures.’ 

In discarding some of the old religious 
conceptions for new, man has been prompted 
by a double need in his own nature, affec- 
tional and logical. Heart and brain alike re- 
fuse to accept longer the old ideas of an 
arbitrary, vengeful God, a universe gov- 
erned by whim or miracle. The fear ele- 
ment in religion is giving way to the ‘ love’ 
element, and worship no longer consists 
in the wish to placate and appease, to win 
the individual good or salvation of the wor- 
shiper. The thought of God grows more ab- 
stract, but not less real, through the in- 
fluence of the agientific philosophy of the 
age, expressed in the phrase, the divine 
immanence.’ The theological conception is

Survivors of the Eleventh Illinois Cavalry 
paid their tribute yesterday to the memory 
‘of Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, their former 
commander. In addition to these there were 
1,500 other people in the audience at Stude- 
‘baker Hall to attend the memorial services 
of the eloquent agnostic. Conspicuous in 
the assemblage were many colored men and 
women, who had come to hear a colored 
clergyman, the Rev. Reverdy Ransom, eulo- 
gize the man who was the defender and 
friend of their people. The great mass of the 
audience consisted of those who had loved 
Robert G. Ingersoll in life and revered him in 
death, 

On the stage sat nine of the survivors of 
the cavalry regiment he had organized in 
Peoria and led away to the war with the 
South—a’ speaking voucher for the change 
time and the years have made in the lives 
and the purposes ot men. They were: P. M. 
Coates, Edward Cecil, R. J. Murphy, H. C. 
Fisher, A N Oakley, J. W. Clifford, J. H. 
Kelly, J. R. Couggen, and W. C. Duntvell. 
With them they carried the tatered battle 
flag they had followed when Ingersoll was 
their Colonel and on their breasts were 
pinned the badges of the regiment.
